1. This is in response to your request for comments on reference. 


2. The assignment off sto the Army War College should 
be useful in furthering public as well as military understanding of 
intelligence. will have an opportunity-to have contact with 
a variety of academicians and businessmen Annually a group of reserve 
general officers attend a special cou Se at the War College. All of wa 
these officers occupy prominent civilian positions andl_____—sd| duties 25x 
will bring him into close touch’ with them. Around 130 prominent Americans 
will attend the National Strategy Seminar. Many of these individuals 
will have questions abo the intelligence business and[ will 25x 
have an opportunity te” field these. 


3. I note that OTR is doing much useful work in this area such 
as its briefings of the Brookings.Institute Groups and other non- 
Agency organizations. 


4. In the CT Program we shall endeavor to give-each applicant 
a basic understanding of the role of intellige: whether or not the 
applicant is accepted into the Program. Perhaps the efforts of all 
personnel officers dealing with the jc should be reviewed to 
determine if their opportunities explain our intelligence role 
are being properly used. For ample, our recruiters might be used 
more effectively. We note,#hat current applicants tell us that when 
they are approached they-rarely receive reading material or a suggested 
reading list. If prjizfted material were made available, applicants 
could be encouraged’ to pass it on to other interested friends. 


5, I think strategic intelligence problems’ could profitably be 
taught in college courses that relate to the’economics of national 
security or the national decision-making’ process. Perhaps we could om 
offer training to appropriate profgséors and provide them with 
materials sufficient for an houx“or two or more of instruction on the 
role of intelligence in policYmaking. I would assume adequate channels
